THE LARGEST SHIP. 

Gigantic Strides in Marino Architec- 
ture Bolng 1 Mado. 

Tht! (Junard mail steamship "Servia" 
was launched on the 1st March from the 
shipbuilding yard of Messrs James ifc 
George Thompson, Clyde Bank, in the 
[ireaetice of a large number of spectators. 
(Jrettt interost is taken in the event, 
from the circumstance that the new ves- 
sel is fully 3,000 tons, according to the 
UlttHgow press, larger than such 
huge ships as the "Gallia," the '.Arizo- 
na," the "Orient," the "Furnossia,"and 
(lie "Parisian," being in point of dimen- 
sions and tonnage only exceeded by Mr. 
Scott Russell's 1 famous ship tho "Great 
Eustern." The dead weight of tlio ves- 
sel as it lay on the ways was 5,200 tons 
and to cheek this enormous mass as it 
entered its native element six anchors 
and sixteen chains, possessing a res- 
training power of 1,500 tons, were at- 
tached to the ship in order to "pull 
her up." After sho went into the water 
on her way across the stream tho great 
screw blades of the "Servia" made sev- 
eral revolutions as if they had been 
propelled by steam power and not by 
the sheer force of her weight and mo- 
mentum rushing them against the re- 
sist ing water. Just before touching tho 
bank at the mouth of the cart the strong 
chains at her bow pulled the noble Cu- 
nard liner safely up and brought her 
buck slowly towaid the building yard. 

After the launch, lunch followed, 
and in the courso of tho toast drinking 
Mr. John Burns, tho chairman of the 
(Junard Company, said he thought tho 
sight they had witnessed that day 
would convince them that a ship of 
such magnitude as the "Servia," invol- 
ving enormous cost, coupled with the 
fact that she *was the forerunner of the 
"Aurania," the "Catalonia," tho "Pa- 
vonia" and the "Cephalonia," now also 
in course of construction for the Com- 
pany, should not be undertaken by 
private individuals but rather by a 
combination of individuals such as is 
afforded by a. largo public company. 
The gulf, ho added, between their first 
Atlantic steamer, tho "Britannia,'' and 
tiie "Servia" was marvellous, and 
showed more palpably than inany other 
way the prodigious steps made in mar- 
ine architecture. The "Britannia" 
started on her first voyage more than 
forty years ago. She measured 1,139 
tons and had a capacity of 225 tons of 
cargo, while sho steamed 8| knots an 
hour, whereas the "Servia" measures 
9,500 tons, will carry 3,000 tons of 
cargo, with 2,000 tons of coal, as well 
as 1,000 passengers, and maintain a 
Bpeed, it is expected, of 27 A knots an 
hour, or more than double that of the 
"Britannia." The "Servia," if built of 
iron would have weighed G20 tons 
more than she does of steel, and would 
have entailed the drawback of a corres- 
ponding increase in draft of water. 

"In regard to scientific discoveries 
and inventions," said Mr. Burns, in 
concluding his remarks, "I would say, 
if I may express it in the presence of 
so many scientific men as I see around 
me, that science is, if anything, tending 
to tread too hastily upon the heels of 
commerce for there is no portion of a 
ship from stem to stern, from truck to 
keel, which in not subjected to improve- 
ment by scientific men." 

TEE OUNARDER "B ATA VIA." 



Uovr Sho Pared vrhea Hor Shaft Broko 
in Mid-Ocean. 

A correspondent of the Daily News 
gives an account of the mishap that be- 
tel the Cunard steamer the Batavia in 
the Atlantic. She sailed from New 
York on January 19, with twelve sa- 
loon and eight steerage passengers and 
tho mails. For the first three days 
alio experienced fine weather, then she 
met with a series of squalls, and at 
3 a. m. on the morning of the 2Gth the 
passengers were aroused by

and severe shock. The opinion wan at 
onco expressed that the main shaft had 
parted, as during the previous two or 
three days the shaft had been constant- 
ly lifting out of the water and revol- 
ting furiously, and in this way strain- 
ing itself very much. On going on 
deck it was ascertained by the passen- 
gers that their surmise was correct. 
The main shaft had broken at the se- 
' uond joint, near the stern-post. Sail 
; wqb at once set, and the vessel made 
fairly good progress. The Batavia was 
then 

. ABOUT TWO THOUSAND MILES 

\ out from Now York, ami Captain Ho* 
\ seissen, who was in command of hor, 
. determined upon making for Queens- 
town. By the evening of the 2Gth 
about forty miles had been made under 
'ml. Then heavy head winds set in, 
&M the vessel fell off* into the trough 



of the sea. She then lay perfectly 
helpless, and, notwithstanding that 
large pieces of timber were run out 
from her bows, her head could not bp 
got round. She drifted about in this 
state for three days, 

ROLLING HEAVILY, 
but shipping very little water. On the 
morning of Jan. 30, when she had drift 
ed about 1(10 miles to southward, the 
steamship Columbian, belonging to the 
Anchor Line of steamers, en rout'! from 
London to Boston, hovo in sight. She 
bore down on the Batavia, and it was 
arranged that she should endeavor to 
tow the disabled steamship to Faytil. 
A hawser was got on board, and the 
Columbia steamed ahead, but the strain 
was so great 

TIIE IIAWSEH PARTED. 

A second rope was got on board, and 
the vessels ma le about four miles an 
hour until evening, when that also 
snapped. They lay to till the next 
morning, when another hawser was got 
on board, and then they went on until 
the following evening, when the third 
rope gave way. All the available haw- 
sers having been used up the following 
morning, the mam chain cable was util- 
ised. The Columbia once more went 
ahead, and the vessels reached Fayal 

WITHOUT FURTUER MISHAP. 

Arriving there on the 5th of February, 
the Batavia anchored in tho harbour, 
and tho Columbia wont on to Boston. 
The Batavia was placed in quarantine 
for five days, but at the end of the 
third day the passengers were liberated 
and allowed to go on shore. They re- 
mained at Fayal live days, and were 
afterwards taken on board the Acora, 
Portuguese Jstcauier, and conveyed to 
Lisbon, whence they were brought to 
Plymouth in the Malaga. 



Agricultural. 

A correspondent of an Eastern con- 
temporary says : "An agricultural 
paper is as essential to a farmer as a 
headlight is to a locomotive. There 
are times when safe speed is mado 
without it, but in tho uncertain dark- 
ness, its stead}' light, thrown far ahead, 
reveals obstructions, andprovents many 
wrecks. To the farmer the light of 
other peoplo's experience is of untold 
value, making the way clear when 
without it he might sigh over sickly 
looking crops, and wonder whether it 
were better to put manure or a mortgage 
on his land." 

The Texas Planter and Farmer, pub- 
lished at Dallas, says that the cold 
wave that swept over Texas during the 
10th, 11th and 12th of February, was 
more disastrous to stock than anv that 
preceded it last winter. The herds 
and (locks had become emaciated and 
weak, and many animals were unable 
to stand the severe weather. 

Twenty three years ago Horace liv- 
erett planted twenty-three acres of 
wasteland on his farm, near Council 
Bluffs, with black walnuts. The trees 
are now from sixteen to twenty inches 
through, and have been sold for S2T,- 
000. This gives him an income of 850 
per acre for the use of the land. 

A neglected, poorly fed, stinted lamd 
never recovers, however well fed after- 
ward, so as to make as good and so large 
a sheep as it would had it had proper 
care only. Feed the owes so that they 
can supply the lambs with plenty of 
milk. 

Turnips, as well as other roots, fed 
moderately to horses as well as to cattle 
about the time of the change from pas- 
ture to dry fodder, assist in maintaining 
tho sleek, healthy condition which they 
have acquired on good grass. 

The Hall Brothers of New Mexico 
have sold a ranch and 25,000 head of 
cattle to a Scotch company for §400,000 
cash. 

The time to thoroughly repair all 
tools, plows, reaping machines, cultiva- 
tors and tho like is in the winter. 

The average yield of Indian corn per 
aero throughout the United States is 
30.2 bushels. 

Missouri farmers are moving for a 
more stringent dog law. 



Anti-Vegetarian. — Professor Vir- 
chow, of Berlin, has lately dealt the 
vegetarians a blow. The advocates of 
a vegetable diet have generally main- 
tained that animal food is not natural 
to man. This is denied on anatomical 
and biological grounds by Professor 
Virchow, who shows, as the result of 
anatomical inquiries, that not only man, 
but such animals as the gorilla, nearly 
allied to him in the scale of being, are 
indisputably fitted to bo omnivorous. 

An Unlucky Find for Somebody. 
While a party of American travelers 
were visiting tho battle field of Water 
loo recently, an iron box was found by 
one of them. It contained the will of 
an English officer, Sir Charles O'Neal- 
ly, and by it the present heirs of his 
fortune suddenly find themselves dis- 
possessed in favor of the children of 
the eldest son.

A 6 SIC V L TUBA L, BOVICULTUR- 
A L AND HISTORIC A L. 

The stirring westerly wind with its 
dust clouds of Tuesday the 5tli inst. 
evidenced a tine condition of land for 
farmers, who are vigorously ploughing 
and sowing. The past winter, although 
not a cold one, totnparatively, was 
severe on live stock, inasmuch as out 
of the ninety days comprised in the 
months of December, January and 
February, snow covered the ground for 
about sixty, not continuously, but with 
interruptions of thaw? Do any of the 
oldest inhabitants remember in one 
winter here such long continued recur- 
rences of snow. Some may recollect 
when Fahrenheit stood in Victoria at 
5° below zero. Tho past \< inter, its 
lowest on a self-registering instrument, 
as noted by a careful meteorologist in 
our midst, was 13" above zero, or 19° 
bolow tho freezing point of water. On 
the islands and mainland of our pro- 
vince, as well as in Washington and 
Oregon, tho warning note has again to 
farmers boon sounded, that " old things 
have passed away," and that the worst 
management possiblo of livestock is to 
let it winter out, on bare worn bunch 
or other grass with such pickings of 
mouldy or good straw from tho barn 
»3 can be afforded. Horned cattle, in 
this way, more than half-starved for at 
least a third of tho year, are like those 
of Norwav aro said to bo, not in condi- 
tion till late in midsummer. 1 n Vic- 
toria and Esquimalt districts (the ear- 
liest settled on our island) the common 
run of beoves are said to have within 
the last two decades considerably dimin- 
ished in size, four year olds from thence 
not averaging more than from 350 to 
400 lbs. dressed. A two-year old grade 
shorthorn fairly wintered near Vic- 
toria has beefed upwards of (iOO lbs. 
With reasonably good stall-feeding, 
such as it would be the interest of 
every farmer in some degree to resort 
to, much greater wights could bn ob- 
tained, while the consequent increase 
of manure would render root and grain 
cropping more successful. With the 
Victoria butchers, who are possessed of 
farms near town, high- feeding is, with 
good reason, much in vogue. Proper 
stall-feeding makes piles of rich manure, 
and true, indeed, is the worldwide pro- 
verb, differently expressed in various 
languages, but which in English would 
bo that "Manure is the mother of the 
farmer's gains." Langlcy and Langley 
prairie, the earliest settlement of whites 
in western Columbia, were tirst stocked 
with horned cattle from Fort Vancou- 
ver on the Columbia river forty years 
ago, — the Hudson's Hay Company's 
depot on tho Pacific Slope. Vancouver 
bad its original stock, in the third de- 
cade, from the Sandwich Islands, im- 
proved, early in the thirties, by a few- 
choice grade shorthorns, brought from 
the Western States by an enterprising 
and worthy American — N. P. Wyeth 
of Boston, Mass. — the pioneer net fisher 
of salmon on the Columbia. "Vancou- 
vria," our own " right little, tight little 
island," obtained in 1843, and subse- 
quently, its horses, horned cattle and 
Bheep from Nisqually, Washington 
Territory, where, under the direction of 
Messrs. Maclauqiimk and Douglas, of 
the Hudson's Bay Co., stockfarming 
was in 1840 and 1S-11 commenced on a 
large scale. In 18-11 Mr., afterwards 
our " good Sir James " Douglas, pur- 
chased in California numbers of horned 
cattle, a few select mustang brood rnares 
and flocks of sheep. These were sent 
north by sea and land to Nisqually, on 
account of the Puget Sound Agricultur- 
al Association, then recently formed in 
London, and an offshoot of the great 
fur company. At an early date sheep 
of tho Merino, Southdown, Leicester 
and Cheviot breeds were for improve- 
ment of stock sent out in charge of 
skilled shepherds from the Cheviot and 
other hills in the old land. Mr. Docs 
las when in 1 349, moving permanently 
to Victoria, brought for the H. B. Co. 
from western Washington Territory 
the best high grade shorthorn bull to 
be found there. Early in the fifties the 
Puget Sound Co. sent from homo for 
its farms at Esquimalt (managed by 
overseers and worked by laborers from 
Britain)two thoroughbred Sussex bulls, 
and highbred sheep were sent out from 
year to year. In 1854 the P. S. Com- 
pany having sold in Oregon a largo 
number ot sheep, cows and heifers of 
the best to be had and a fine horse were 
brought thence for their Esquimalt 
farms. Tho Into Mr. Mackenzie of 
Craigflower got the greater proportion 
of these. As a private individual Dr. 
ToLlilE was the earliest importer on 
the island of improved stock. In 1853 
he Bent to his present farm a tine high 
grade shorthorn, just brought across 
the plains from Missouri. In 18GG he 
had from California a red and a white 
bull, tho first full-blooded and the 
second seven-eighth shorthorn. In 
1872, when railway building from Es- 
quimalt northward seemed close at 
hand, the doctor got the majestic hull 
calf " Central Pacific," which reached 
a huge size at Cloverdalc under good 
management. In 1878 " Central Paci- 
fic " was exchanged for " Oregon Lad," 
the equal of the former in pedigree 
although not in size. In 1873 Mr. 
Turgoose of Saanich got some short- 
horns from Canada, and later still tho 
well-known Mr. J. D. Pkmberton im- 
ported some shorthorns from Califor- 
nia, and a Clydesdalo horse from 
Oregon. Encouragement should, by 
improving farmers, bo given to all thess 
pioneers in the good work.

Victoria Board of Trade. 

A meeting of the Board of Trade was 
held at tho offico of tho Secretary, E. C. 
Buker, Esq., onLangloy street yesterday. 
It was largely attended and business 
of importance to this city and tho Pro- 
vince was transacted. Among tho ques- 
tions discussed was that of daily com- 
munications with Port Townsend, and a 
motion to secure this very desirable ex- 
tension of our mail service was passed, 
and will be forwarded immediately to tho 
proper quarter. Notice of motion was 
uIho giveri" to alter the stated 
annual and quarterly meetings from 
the second Saturday in January, April, 
July and October in each year to tho first 
Friday in each of those months. 

A communication and circular were road 
from the representative of this province, 
H. C. Beoton, Esquire, to the Inter- 
Colonial Tariff Convention. An influen- 
tial meeting of this convention was held 
at tho Westminster Palace Hotel on 
tho 21st of February, at which the follow- 
ing resolutions were passed . — 

" That in tho opinion of this meeting 
it is a matter of tho utmost importance 
for the promotion of the commercial in- 
terests of tho British Empire, and preser- 
vation of its unity and integrity to draw 
closor tho trade relations of its various 
component territories." 

" That a committee, representative of 
tho different British possessions and tho 
United Kingdom, be appointed to lake 
into consideration how best to secure the 
objects of this Conference, as expressed 
in tho resolution already passed, and re- 
port to the adjourned meeting of the con- 
ference to bo held at some future time, 
and that tho executive committee's report 
bo circulated among tho delegates sum- 
moned to such adjourned meeting prior 
to its being held."

Ho advo- 
cates the appeal to England against the 
Dominion Government, and almost in tho 
samo breath says: "There is every rea- 
son to bcliovo "the present Dominion gov- 
ernment has an honest intention to do 
right by tho Province, and will carry out 
its obligations as soon as circumstances 
will permit. " Wo most thoroughly con- 
cur in the opinion conveyed in tho above 
quoted sentence. But that granted, how 
can the appeal to England possibly bo 
justified I Is it proposod, by bringing 
Imperial pressure to boar, to compel the 
Dominion Government to "carry out its 
obligations" sooner than "circumstances 
will permit"? According to our contem- 
porary's own showing, tho appeal to Eng- 
land is useless. We believe it to bo worse 
than useless. — Herald. 



Caroo of Hay — Home Produce.— Tho 
schooner Isabella got in on Friday even- 
ing from Burgoyne Bay with a cargo of 
hay. With so many schooners and ships 
coming from the other side laden with hay 
and farm produce it is gratifying to note 
this arrival from one of our own settle- 
ments. Head winds and calms mado tho 
40 mile trip a week in duration; three 
days, detention occurring at Ten Milo 
Point. The owner, Mr. McDonald, is of 
opinion that much more farm produce 
would bo forwarded from Salt Spring 
Island if the markets hero were moro re- 
liable. So much uncertainty exists as to 
whether the market is glutted from tho 
other side with the particular kind of pro- 
duce that may be for sale that the farm- 
ers at a distance have but little encour- 
agement for sending their stuff down. 
Our agriculturists must bear in mind, 
howovor, that traders will deal in the 
best and cheapest market; and if a better 
article can be had at a price a3 low or per- 
haps lower from the Americans they will 
procuro it notwithstanding tho cost prico 
going out of tho country and a heavy per- 
centage to Ottawa for duties. If thoy 
will make a determined effort not only to 
raiso produce and stock of the very best 
quality but to increase tlio quantity thero 
is little doubt that a reliable and 
remunerative market can bo found hero 
and t that in a short time the competition of 
American farmers will cease.

"WHO BUILT ST. MARY'S, SAP- 
PERTON ? 

A Rojolndor from AroJidoacon "Wright. 

To the Editor.: — The Bishop of 
New Westminster hns, I see, written 
to you a not very episcopal letter. I 
say "not episcopal" because it wants 
dignity, niid certainly it is not a very 
accurate letter; I say "not accurate" 
because it is not truthful, t. c. not full 
of truth. 

The letter in not dignified, for off 
handed presumption may with tho 
weak pass for dignity ; but with the 
sensible ami thoughtful it is the sure 
mark of just that feebleness of mind 
which is ever In vain struggling to ap- 
pear strength, What, I would ask, 
could be greater presumption than for 
a young man some twelve yeurs in 
Holy Orders and ho a bishop to re- 
commend mo "not to busy myself by 
sowing tares amongst other men's 
wheat." Nay, he even reproves tne for 
"rushing into print,'' when he (the re- 
prover) compelled me to -protect myself 
against serious misstatements. It is 
quite amusing this crime of my rush- 
ing into print.- ■ Why, thezealous Bish- 
op 'ere li chad been scarcely five min- 
utes in British Columbia rushed before 
tho missionary world and now says 
that for what he has misstated others 
are responsible. "Considering that I 
only landed in this country in June 
last it is obvious that whatever! wrote 
about the past must have been derived 
from others and therefore whatever 
misstatements my report contained were 
those of others iiot my own." Such 
an argument would be dangerous in- 
deed in a case ,of libel; the libeller 
would soon find to his cost that the 
mistatements specially attached to liini 
and that very expensively. 

Further, the Bishop's letter is, I am 
sorry to say, not full -of truth. Mr. 
Wright "contemplated at onetime the 
possibility of being invited to fill the 
position J. occupy myself." (Asido — 
"that is a dig for the Venerable just 
beneath the fifth rib ! I ") Surely the 
man who could proclaim me to the 
world as wanting to bo a bishop would 
readily rush into print on a whirlwind. 
I, who could carry home a beefsteak 
on a skewer and cook it when there, I be 
a bishop ! ! 1 "Spectatuni admissi rixum 
tenealuamica." Never in my life did 
1 dream of being a colonial bishop ; 
never in my life did I wish for the 
office ; and never in my life did I even 
hint of such a possibility to any one on 
tho face of this earth. I have gono 
through many trials and have, I think, 



never flinched when duty called me 
manfully to bear them, but the danger 
attending a bishop in British Columbia 
would lead me, if necessary, in terror to 
exclaim "Nolo Episcopari" with a shout 
that would, were it possible, drown tiie 
very roar of Niagara. 

Bishop Sillitoe says, when speaking 
of the Archdeaconry house and 
ground, that i charge him and others 
with having been engaged in a "fraudu- 
lent appropriation." Not in tho least. 
Nothing to do with fraud. Fraud and 
villainy go necessarily together, but 
not fraud and episcopacy. Thank God 
we have not got to that and I trust we 
never shall. But this chargo 1 do 
make — I do mo3t solemnly declare that 
the statement of the Bishop of New 
Westminster that the Archdeaconry 
House at Sapperton "was built mostly 
with money borrowed from the Arch- 
deaconry of Columbia fund," and that 
"until 1' tOO is forthcoming for the pur- 
pose of repayment the house will not 
be free,'' is simply an extemporaneous 
fact ; in other words, utterly untrue. 
Not one penny of that fund was spent 
on tho house. Tho house and part of 
the clearing was paid for by generous 
Christians in England who provided 
the "Columbia Mission Fund" (then 
about £0000 a year), .£200 interest 
which had accumulated between tho en- 
dowment of tho Archdeaconry and my 
institution (legally my money) was spent 
on the outbuildings, mid hundreds of 
dollars went from my own pocketto ren- 
der tho property, what many will re- 
member it to have been, universally ad- 
mired for its beauty, its deconcy, and 
its order. Justus 1 was leaving the 
Colony in 1865 J, at the request of the 
Bishop of Columbia, signed a document 
(I am afraid I exceeded my powers) 
in order that on the division of the di- 
ocese the Bishop of Now Westminster 
might have tho Archdeaconry house for 
his residence nnd in tho event of the 
city extending the 5 acres for the 
benefitof the church; but that document 
whatever its worth, did not, I presume, 
deprive the Archdeacon of Columbia 
of an interest in land which was given 
by the colony specially for the benefit 
of tho Archdeaconry. As a proof 
that it did not I need only state that 
up Lu January, 1380, Archdeacon 
Woods, to my knowledge, received as 
his right the rents accruing from the 
Archdeaconry lot. If I remember 
rightly the i!200 interest already men- 
tioned, were in May or June, 18G5, paid 
back to tho Archdeaconry fund. That 
sum was, I hold, legally mine. I may, 
without in the least feeling any loss, 
magnanimously give it up for the bene- 
fit of my successor. May he live long 
to enjoy it. 

I am exceedingly sorry to find the 
Bishop telling of his being in the stocks. 
1 thought that with tho advancement 
of the age such an instrument hud de- 
parted forever. I have never been in 
the stocks myself, but when I was a 
boy I saw some, not the most sober, 
with thoir legs rather inconveniently 
placed ; in fact, their position seemed 
to me to be highly ignominious. If the 
abovo statement touching church 
finance shall in any way relievo Bishop 
Sillitoe I shall be truly glad for he is, 
I understand, a hardworking, cheerful, J 
painstaking man of God, with just this 
small drawback: he, for a new arrival, 
is rather too ready to "rush into print." 
Yea, more, he is not yet a perfect 
judge of character. He implies that 
were I a little nearer to him I should 
grow timid, as then I should be "made 
accountable for my acts." No, I should 
not grow timid were I in New West 
minster at this moment. I should cer- 
tainly not be very full of fear. I have 
in the much-loved colony friends not a 
fow and they will readily bear witness 
that I never feared to call a spade a 
spade and that accountability to Bishop 
Sillitoe as any other would not awe me 
overmuch when called on to speak out 
boldly on the side of truth. As to 
dear Archdeacon Woods' explanation 
of the passage which tells of Sapperton 
church having been "designed and 
built by Sappers," that the said Sappers 
"took pride in the church they had 
built for themselves" and that their 
work when finished became "the fash- 
ionable church of thoso days," I can 
only thank my good, old and loved 
friend for calling forth from me a large 
amount of laugh. You would almost 
suppose, from the words of the Arch- 
deacon, thac Sappers swarmed round 
the site of Sapperton church and fought 
for the privilege of laboring without 
money and without price, and that 
when built the church was crowded by 
officials and nil the leaders of fashion. 
An ex Sapper did take the contract 
and that because, like a sensible man, 
he hoped to make some dollars by the 
transaction, and ho employed some 
three or four of his old comrades who 
received as wages from lGs. to20s. aday. 

As to fashion, we wero all of us a 
very plain lot up to 18G5. What 
change took place between that time 
and 1868 when, if I mistukc not, 
Archdeacon Woods came to the main- 
land, I cannot sa} - . This I know, that 
the times in British Columbia were bad 
and ill adapted to call forth fashion. 
One thing, by the by, is very curious. 
Bishop Sillitoe had heard all about 
Sappers building and fashionable offi- 
cials worshipping ; but the old Arch- 
deacon, who after all had a good deal, 
nay, everything, to do with the Arch- 
deaconry house and St. Mary's, Sapper- 
ton, seems never to have been men- 
tioned to him. Figures, they say, are 
deceptive, facts more so. 

And now for the winding up of Bish- 
op Sillitoc's letter. Hetherestates what 
is pectfectly true. I have got a living 
Yes I have, and I hope I have earned 
a little rest for my last days. For 31 
years I was a soldier and from the field 
marshal commanding clown to the smal- 
lest drummer boy I have, thank God, 
ever secured respect. His Boyal High- 
ness honored me by making mo his 
bhnplain. The Oilmen and her ally be- 
stowed upon me decorations of appro- 
bation. Her Majesty graciously gave 
tne ah extra pension for distinguished 
service. Of all t hie I am proud— very 



proud. I am also proud of having 
spent some of my last years in British 
Columbia and there possessed the esteem 
of some truly noble specimens of hu- 
manity. In that province I had hoped 
to die, not after years of cruel torture, 
but after years of active, honorable 
service. The fulfilment of that hope 
was for some wisb reason denied me. 
I, for peace sake, camo to England and 
it is quite true, dear Bishop Sillitoe, I 
was offered a living by one an utter 
stranger to me and I accepted it. This, 
I admit, is a good living. It is, in fact, 
a comfortable living; so comfortable 
that while enjoying it I have been able 
to gather for tho diocese of Columbia 
within tho past year moro than £200. 
I thank God for His good gift and my 
encouragement is this that while"busy- 
ing myself with my parochial affairs" I 
may reasonably hope to bo supported in 
my work by constantly hearing that 
tho Bishop of New Westminster is lab- 
oring zealously, wisely and prosperous- 
ly in his new sphero of duty. May his 
motto ever be "Pro Christo et patria."

This 
letter Budwig, after taking it, re- 
fused to return, alleging that it was of 
importance to him. It is for this that 
he was convicted. His sentence is 
quite light; his term of imprisonment 
should havo been much lonaer.

Tho Directors in making their Annual Report have to inform the Subscribers 
that il urine thupa.it year they have succeeded m pnrehasing a plot of land of 5 aoros 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for tho purpose of eroding on Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with the Hospital. Tho Government hare voted a >um of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildings; but before tho works could be 
commenced the Government required the laud to bo conveyed to the Crown, which 
has been dune. The coming spring will, it is hoped, sue this most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of the Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that the House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
olotoly reversing the policy under which the Hospital has been for ao mauy years 
not uuBuoaoaBfully managotl; hitherto tho Government havo boon eont«nt with bar- 
ing two Directors on tho Board, and as a rule these Government Director* hara boon 
active and useful mouthers, and havo fully answered the purposes for which thoy wore 
placed on tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are the nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will bo detrimental to tho intorests of those for whom a hospital ia supported. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a threat deal of time, and to suppose that werk 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will be a recurranc-e 
to the worst evils of the past. Tho interest which tho public now tako In the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo oxtonded to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express their thanks to Mosars. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitablo sooietiw and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, a* will bo seen by 
tho amount of sufferings relieved and the Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In rinsing t]\\* report the Directors roi/fei that tho change introduced bv the 
Government will prevent them again offering their services, and from the applications 
which havo been received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
tho change, they foar that tho closing of one of the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be tho result. 

There yet remains to bo considered tho question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its preaont use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject the Directors aro not yet in a position to 
give an opinion.

Tho number of out-patients has greatly increased, as I have had to treat 
as out-patients many who would have been in-patients had thoro b«on vacant bods.

do Gut-patients do - - - 200 

Total 982 

Of whom 10 havo died from the following causes:— Lung Disease, 6; Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; Paralysis, 1; Old Ago and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to oxpress my thanks to my professional brethren, who havo 
i always rendered me any assistance 1 was in need of; and I would wish to draw the 
attention of tho Board of Directors to the admirable manner in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted the internal affairs of the Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho disoiplise 
necessary in a public institution.
